PROVINCIAL LOANS IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

More than a year ago the Argentine Government made it known 
that their representatives abroad could not assist in the floating of 
foreign loans on behalf of the Provincial Governments of the Republic. 

It has been pointed out in Buenos Aires that it has been laid down 
at the Hague Conference that debts thus incurred should properly be 
matter for arbitration and that if the arbitral decision were not 
carried into execution they must form the subject of diplomatic 
action. It has been suggested that the best way to meet the situation 
would be to amend the constitution in such a way as to oblige the 
provinces to obtain permission from Congress before floating foreign 
loans. 

The Brazilian Government is stated to intend drawing up a Bill 
in this sense.

British Trade with Australasia: Visit to the United Kingdom of 
H.M. Trade Commissioners. 





—— 


One of the principal duties of His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners 
is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if possible in 
advance, any opportunities which may arise in the Dominions in the 
form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way for the develop- 
ment of British trade. 'The Commissioners also report to the Board 
periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competition and other 
matters of commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties 
and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes in regard to 
means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and commerce ; and 
they furnish periodically lists of probable buyers of European 
goods in the Dominions. A _ good deal of the information 
so furnished is published by the Board’s Intelligence Branch 
in the weekly ‘“ Board of Trade Journal,” some is communi- 
cated to Chambers of Commerce likely to be specially interested 
and to those British firms whose names are inscribed in the 
Special Register of the Intelligence Branch, and some—e.y., lists of 
names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs regulations 
affecting particular matters, and similar information of limited 
interest-—is filed at the Intelligence Branch for the information of 
persons interested who apply, either personally or by letter. 

The Trade Commissioners also reply directly to all enquiries which 
may be addressed to them directly by British merchants and 
manufacturers. The number of these direct enquiries is increasing 
rapidly, but it is generally desirable that enquiries should be made 
through the Commercial Intelligence Branch (73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C.), which is often in possession of the information sought 
and is thus in a position to save the enquirer much delay. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
DECEMBER, 1910. 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for December, 1910, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1909, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and in the values of the 
Exports both of the Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom 
and of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in December was 69,133,150/., an increase 
of 8,351,982/., or 13°7 per cent., as compared with December, 1909; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to 47,300,7291., an increase of 
3,875,9111. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an increase of 3,634,213/., or 10°8 per cent., as com- 
pared with December, 1909; whilst there is an increase of 241,6981., 
or 2°5 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN DECEMBER. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
December, 1910, amounted to 3,552,876 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 4,760,900 tons, as against 3,332,461 tons entered, and 4,770,385 
tons cleared, during December, 1909. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during December, 1910, 
amounted to 2,652,588 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 2,614,764 
tons, as against 2,571,418 tons entered, and 2,541,473 tons cleared, 
in December, 1909. 


VI—TWELVE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-DECEMBER). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
the year 1910, amounted to 41,615,636 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 57,331,219 tons, as against 40,315,803 tons entered and 57,194,005 
tons cleared during the year 1909. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the year 1910, 
amounted to 31,961,245 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 31,601,014 
tons, as against 31,381,877 tons entered, and 30,899,959 tons 
cleared, during the year 1909. 





OUTPUT OF IRON ORE, PIG IRON, STEEL, AND 
MANGANESE ORE IN PRINCIPAL COUNTRIES. 


The following particulars of the output of iron ore, pig iron, steel 
and manganese ore in the principal producing countries of the world 
are extracted from a Return (‘Iron and Steel, 1908-9,” see notice 
on p. 108), relating to Iron and Steel recently issued by the Board of 
Trade :— 

Iron Ore.—The total output of iron ore in the world is estimated to 
have amounted in 1909 to about 133 million tons, the principal pro- 
ducers being the United States, Germany, the United Kingdom, 
France, and Spain, in the order given, these five countries accounting 
for about seven-eighths of the total output of the world. 

The following statement shows the total output of iron ore in the 
principal countries in which it is mined, or in which the smelting of 
iron is an important industry, in each of the years 1907-9 :—

A report on the extent of the iron ore resources of the world was 
recently presented at the Eleventh International Geological Congress at 
Stockholm, in which it was estimated that the total weight of iron ore 
existing in deposits which have been more or less developed amounts 
to 22,408 million tons, representing 10,192 million tons of iron. This 
total, even were the present rate of output not exceeded on the 
average, would only be sufficient to supply the requirements of the 
world for considerably less than two centuries. ‘The actual resources 
of the principal ore-producing countries are estimated to be, in the 
United States, 4,258 million tons, the equivalent in metallic iron 
being 2,305 million tons ; in Germany, 3,877 million tons, estimated 
to yield 1,360 million tons of metallic iron; in the United Kingdom, 
1,300 million tons, equal to 455 million tons of metal; in France, 
3,300 million tons, equal to 1,140 million tons of metal; and in 
Spain, 711 million tons, equal to 349 million tons of metal. 


In addition to thése quantities which are estimated to exist in 
present workings, the potential resources of the world not yet 
developed are estimated to amount to 123,377 million tons of ore 
representing 53,136 million tons of iron, the principal deposits being 
in Russia, the United Kingdom, and the United States. 


Pig Iron.—The total quantity of pig iron produced in the world in 
1909 may be estimated at about 60 million tons, the principal 
countries of production being the United States, Germany, and the 
United Kingdom in the order named, these three countries together 
accounting for about four-fifths of the total output of the world.

Manganese Ore.—It may be of interest to refer to the available 
sources of manganese ore, a substance which (though in small 
quantities) is a necessary element in the production of steel. Of 
the principal steel-producing countries, only Russia and Germany 
produce manganese ore in important quantities, though even in 
Germany the home supply has to be supplemented by large im- 
portations from other countries. The other principal sources of 
supply are British India, Brazil, and Spain.

CERTIFICATION OF MEAT AND:° PREPARATIONS OF 
MEAT EXPORTED FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM 
TO SWITZERLAND. 

Attention is drawn to the following Memorandum which has been 
issued by the Local Government Board with reference to the official 
certification of meat and preparations of meat intended for export 
from the United Kingdom to Switzerland. A date has not yet been 
fixed for the scheme to come into operation, and a further notice will 
be published when this date has been settled. An extract (in French, 
with an English translation) from the Ordinance of the Swiss 
Federal Council, dated the 29th January, 1909, regulating the control 
at the Swiss frontier of imported meat and meat preparations, as well 
as the prescribed form of Certificate may be inspected by British 
traders interested at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 

MEMORANDUM by the Local Government Board respecting the con- 
ditions to be observed in connection with the official certification of 
meat and preparations of meat intended for export to Switzerland, 

In view of the requirements of the laws now in operation in 
Switzerland in regard to meat and preparations of meat imported 
into that country, the Local Government Board, at the request of 
the Foreign Office, and in conjunction with the Local Government 
Boards for Scotland andjlreland, have formulated the following condi- 
tions to be complied with by traders in the United Kingdom who prepare 
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meat foods for export to Switzerland, and who desire that such 
exportations shall be accompanied by the certificate of origin, &c., 
required by Article 11 of the Ordinance of the Swiss Federal Council, 
dated 29th January, 1909. 


(A.)\—Reyuirements to be fulfilled by persons manufacturing meat 
products. 


Such persons should make application to the Board * for approval 
or designation of a qualified person to act, for the purposes of this 
Memorandum, as an authorised veterinary inspector until the Board 
shall otherwise determine. Such application should state :— 

1. Name and address of firm ; situation of trade premises con- 
cerned, and sanitary district in which these premises are 
comprised. 

2. Nature of meat foods habitually exported or proposed to be 
exported. 

3. That the applicant undertakes that he will give all necessary 
facilities to the authorised veterinary inspector or his repre- 
sentatives, to the Medical Officer of Health for the district, 
and to any officer of the Board, in the matter of access, 
inspection, sampling, and like matters, and that he will not 
withhold any information which the authorised veterinary 
inspector may require in connection with the issue of certi- 
ficates. 

(B.)— Conditions to be observed by authorised veterinary inspectors. 

The authorised veterinary inspector is required— 

(a) To make inquiries and inspections in order to ascertain that 
the meat foods prepared or packed for export to Switzerland 
are sound and fit for human food, and are solely the product 
of animals which, on adequate ante-mortem and _post- 
mortem inspection, have been found free from contagious 
and infectious diseases. 

(6) To withhold certification if in his view the results of these 
inquiries and inspections are not satisfactory. 

(c) To inform the Medical Officer of Health for the district of 
any diseased, unsound or unwholesome meat which he may 
discover or become aware of in the course of any inspection 
or examination made for the purposes of this Memorandum, 
and to withhold certification in any case in which he is 
requested by the Medical Officer of Health, on sanitary 
grounds, to do so. 

(d) To inform the Board forthwith in any instance where he has 
refused to grant a certificate. 

(e) To give to the Board, as and when requested, such informa- 
tion as may be required by them in regard to the methods. 
of inquiry, inspection, and certification which have been 
adopted in regard to the premises in question. 





* Applications in respect of trade premises situated in Scotland or Ireland should be 
made to the Local Government Board of Scotland or Ireland, as the case may be. 
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(C.)—Certificate. 


A copy of the form of certificate which has been officially pre- 
scribed for the purposes of Article 11 of the Ordinance of 29th 
January, 1909, is appended.* According to the Ordinance the 
certificate given by the authorised veterinary inspector must be 
worded in French, German, or Italian, or accompanied by an 
authenticated translation. Forms of certificate, with a translation, 
can be purchased from Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, 109, 
Fetter Lane, Fleet Street, London, E.C., either directly or through 
any bookseller, at the price of 6d. adozen. The certificate must bear 
an official seal or stamp. Jor this purpose, the authorised veterinary 
inspector should provide himself with a rubber or other suitable 
stamp, bearing the words ‘‘ Authorised Officer” and the name of the 
borough or district for which he acts for the purposes of this 
Memorandum. This stamp should remain in the custody of the 
authorised veterinary inspector. 


(D.)—Discontinuance of Certification. 


If the Board have reason to believe that improper use is being 
made at any time of any certificate given by an authorised veterinary 
inspector to any manufacturer, the Board will cease to authorise the 
issue of certificates in respect of meat foods prepared by the manu- 
facturer in question.

BELGIUM -NORWAY.

Art. 26 of the Regulations prohibits the employment as the 
coverings, packings or receptacles in direct contact with the above- 
mentioned goods, of tin containing more than 3 per cent. of lead or 
more than 3 per cent. of any other metal. 

The Regulations are to come into force on the 19th June next.

From the opening of the establishment until its 
suspension in November 1,500l. worth of goods were manufactured ; 
at the time of suspension 1,000/. of raw material was given into the 

hands of local Chinese for manufacture. 

The future of the undertaking is not yet decided. The chief factor 
in the situation is the difficulty of competing with Chefoo, and unless 
and until skilled labour, local or imported, can be obtained at a wage 
which will allow hopes of successful competition in that direction, 
there seems to be little likelihood of a resumption of business. 459.)

The climate of Russia is generally 
thought to be favourable for the production of good potatoes in vast 
quantities, and it is suggested that this branch of agriculture might be 
largely developed by the use of artificial fertilisers. (385.) 





SWEDEN. 


H.M. Minister at Stockholm reports that the 1910 beet sugar crop in 
Sweden is estimated to provide sufficient material 
for the manufacture of 171,000 tons of raw sugar, 
and that there are in addition considerable stocks on 
hand from the preceding year; while the annual internal consumption 
is not more than 135,000 tons. Consequently the management of the 
Swedish Sugar Manufacturing Company have decided that, in their 
contracts with the beetroot growers for 1911, the area agreed upon 
to be put under beet must be less than that in 1910 by 20 per cent., 
the greatest proportionate reduction allowed by the agreement between 
the Manufacturing Company and the Beet Growers’ Association of 
Scandinavia. In 1910 the beet area under contract for the company 
amounted to about 82,000 acres, as compared with 77,000 in 1909 ; 
the diminution in the coming season will, therefore, be about 16,000 
acres. The growers are said to have no objection to the restriction of 
cultivation, as the alternative would be over-production and a fall in 
prices. (C. 42.)

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (PHILIPPINE ISLANDS).

Countries and British Possessions ” foi the year 1909 have been issued 
(see notices on pp. 513 and 458 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 9th June and 1st September respectively), and may be purchased* 
at a cost of 5s. 2d. for the first volume and 3s. 2d. for the second 
volume. This publication, which contains much more detailed and 
exhaustive information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, 
gives in the first volume abstract tables for the years 1905-1909, 
and detailed statements of imports and exports of each article con- 
signed from and to each country, and in the second volume details 
as to Customs revenue, transhipments and articles in bond, with 
particulars of the trade of the United Kingdom with each foreign 
country and British Possession, and of the trade at each port of the 
United Kingdom. 

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed 
in Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual Statement” for 1908 and 
earlier years. 

It may be noted that for 1909 (and following years), the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports 
and countries of final destination for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given 
as mentioned above, on the same basis as those hitherto published in 
the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace 
the details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a 
further limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected 
matters, are placed on a special Register at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread 
approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in the number of names 
so registered. Formerly no charge was made for admission to the 
Register, the only requirement being subscription to the “ Board of 
Trade Journal.” The great increase in the number of names inscribed, 
and in the amount of information distributed has, however, rendered 
it necessary to make a small charge for the service, and accordingly 
firms desirous of utilising this source of information are now (since 
Ist April, 1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the 
Accountant General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.., 
for the service, including the swpply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “‘ Journal,” as previously, through 
the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their 
names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,180 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 
Circular letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

NotTe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).
